and 'ammunition and other weapons and maimed 
with persons who' have been especially trained 
in serving guns.

BERLIN, June 1.—Germany withholds its 


final decision on the demands advanced by -the 
United States government in connection with ilie 
sinking of the Lusitania until the receipt of an- 
swer from the United States to the note which 
Hcrr von Jagow, the foreign minister, has de- 
livered to Ambassador Gerard, in reply to the 
American note received by the German govern- 
ment on May/ 15th. 


The German government recalls the proposals 


submitted by the Unilerl States government to 
Berlin and London designed to end the submarine 
warfare and tile shutting out of food supplies 
from Germany, which it declares failed of their 
purpose because of the refusal of the British 
government to agree tn them. 


Text of Germany's Note 


The following is the text of the. German 


note: 


"The undersigned has the honor to submit 


to Ambassador Gerard the following answer to 
the communication of Mny loth regarding the 
injury 
to American 
interests through German 


submarine warfare: 


"The Imperial government has subjected the 


communication of the American government to a 
thorough investigation. It entertains also a keen 
wish to co-operate in a frank and friendly way 
in clearing up a possible misunderstanding which 
may have arisen in the relations between I lie two 
governments through the events mentioned by the 
American government. 


Gushing and Gtilflight 


"Regarding, firstly, the cases of tbe-American 


steamers dishing and G^ulflight. 
The American 


embassy has already been informed 
that 
the 


German government 
ha'd no intention of 
sub- 


mitting neutral ships in the war zone, which are 
guilty of no hostile acts, to attacks by R sub- 
marine or submarines or aviators. 
On the con- 


trary, the German forces have repeatedly been 
instructed most specifically to avoid attacks on 
such ships. 


"If 
neutral ships in recent 
months, have 


suffered through the German submarine warfare, 
ovrin? to mistakes in identification, it is a ques- 
tion only of quite isolated and exceptional cases, 
which can be attributed to the British govern- 
ment's abuse of 
flags, together' with the 
sus- 


picious or culpable behavior of the masters'" of 
the ships. 


"The German government-, in all ca?es in 


which it has been shown by its investigations 
that a neutral ship, not itself at fault, was dam- 
aged by German, submarines or aviators, has ex- 
pressed regret over the unfortunate accident and, 
if justified by conditions, has offered indemni- 
fication. 


"The cases o£ the Gushing and the Gulfiight 


will be treated on the same principles. 
An in- 


vestigation of both eases is in progress, the 
result of which will presently be communicated 
to the embassy. 
The investigation can, if neces- 


sary, be supplemented by an international call on 
the International Commission of Inquiry, as pro- 
vided by Article III, of The Hague agreement of 
October IS, 1007. 


"When sinking the British steamer Fafaba, 


the commander of the German 
submarine had 


the intention of allowing the passengers and crew 


"The government of the United States pro- 


ceeds on the assumption that the Lusitania could 
be regarded as an ordinary unarmed merchant- 
man. 
The imperial government allows itself in 


this case to point out that'the .Lusitania was one 
of the largest and fastest British merchant ships, 
built with government 
funds as 
an 
auxiliary 


cruiser and carried expressly 
as such in the 


'navy list' issued by the British admiralty. 


"It is further known to the imperial govern- 


ment from trustworthy reports from its agents 
and neutral passengers that for a considerable 
time practically all ' the more, valuable British 
merchantmen have 
been equipped with 
cannon 


and ammunition and other weapons and manned 
with persons who have been especially trained 
in serving guns. 
The Lusitania, too, according 


to information received here, had cannon aboard 
which were mounted and concealed below decks. 


"The imperial government, further, has the 


honor lo direct the particular attention of Ihe 
American government lo the fact that the British 
admiralty in a eonfidcnljal instruction issued in 
February, 1915. recommended its merchant ship- 
ping not only to seek protection under neutral 
flags and distinguishing marks, hut also, while 
thus disguised, to attack German submarines by 
ramming. 
As a special incitalion to merchant- 


men to destroy submarines, the British govern- 
ment nl=o offered high prizes and has already 
paid such rewards. 


"The imperial government, in view of these 


facts indubitably known to it, is unable to re- 
gard British merchantmen in the zone of naval 
operations specified by the admiralty staff of the 
German navy as 
'undefended.' 
German 
com- 


manders consequently are no longer able to ob- 
serve the customary regulations of 
Ihe prize 


law which they before a (ways followed. 


"Finally, the imperial government must point 


out particularly that the Lusitania 
on its last 


trip, as on earlier occasions, carried 
Canadian 


troops and war material, including no less thnn 
5400 cases of ammunition intended for the de- 
struction of the brave German .soldiers who are 
fulfilling their duty with self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion in the fatherland's service. 


"The 
German government believes that 
it 


was acting in justified self-defense 
in seeking 


with iJl the means of warfare al its disposition 
to protect the lives _of its soldiers by destroying 
ammunition intended for ihe enemy. 


Blames Cunard Company 


"The British shipping company must 
have 


been aware of the danger/to which the passen- 
gers aboard 
fliB Lusitauia were exposed under 


these conditions. 
The company 
in -embarking 


them, notwithstanding this, attempted deliberately 
to use the lives of American citizens as protec- 
tion for the ammunition aboard and acted against 
the clear provisions of the American law, which 
expresslv prohibits the forwarding of passengers 
on ship= carrying ammunition and provides 
a 


penally therefor. 
The' company, 
therefore, is 


wantonly guilty of the death of so many pas- 
sengers. 


."There can be no doubt, according to the 


definite report of the submarine's commander, 
which is further confirmed by all other informa- 
tion, that ihe quick sinking of the Lusitaaiia is

however, cannot escape the impression thai cer- 
tain important facts having a direct bearing on 
the sinking of the Lusitania may have escaped 
ihe attention of the American government. 


"In the interest o£ a clear and complete un- 


derstanding, which is the aim of both govern- 
ments, the imperial government considers it first 
necessary to convince ilself that the information 
accessible to both governments about the facts 
of the case is complete and in accord.

ment's policy of military development 
ivas approved by the ho'use today in 
an exciting session. .By a vote of 23? 
to 131 the house adopted the provision 
for an increase in the standing army 
of two divisions, or about 21,000 men, 
U then approved the entire budget, 
including the naval program, which 
provides for construction of three sub- 
marines and eight torpedo boat de- 
stroyers.

BERLIN, June 1.—Germany withholds .its 


final decision on the demands advanced t>y tho 
United States government ill connection with the 
sinking of the Lusitania until the receipt of an- 
swer from the Umted States to the note which 
He IT von Jagow, the foreign minister, has de- 
livered to Amhassndor Gerard, in reply to the 
American note received hy the German govern- 
ment on May loth. 


The German government recalls the proposals 


submitted hy the Uniled States government to 
Berlin and London designed to end the submarine 
warfare and the shutting out of food supplies 
from Germany, which it declares failed of their 
purpose because of the refusal of the British 
government to agree lo them. 


Text of Germany's Note 


The following is the text of the 
German 


note: 


"Tho undersigned has the honor to submit 


io Ambassador Gerard the following answer to 
(he communication of May loth regarding 
the 


injury 
to 
American interests through 
German 


submarine warfare: 


"The Imperial government has subjected the 


communication of the American government to a 
thorough investigation. It entertains also a keen 
wish to co-operate in a frank and friendly way 
in clearing up a possible misunderstanding which 
may have arisen in the relations between the two 
governments through the events mentioned by the 
American government. 


Gushing and Gulflight 


"Regarding, firstly, the cases of the American 


steamers dishing and Gulflight. 
The American 


embassy has 
already 
been 
informed 
that the 


German government 
had 
no intention of sub- 


mitting neutral ships in the war zone, which are 
guilty of no hostile acts, to attacks by a sub- 
marine or submarines or aviators. 
On the con- 


trary, the German forces have repeatedly been 
instructed most specifically to avoid attacks on 
such ships. 


"If 
neutral ships in recent 
months 
have 


suffered through the Gorman submarine warfare, 
owing to mistakes in identification, it is a ques- 
tion only of quite isolated and exceptional cases, 
which can be attributed to the British govern- 
ment's abuse of flags, together with the sus- 
picious or culpable behavior of the masters of 
the ships. 


"The 
German government, in all cases in 


which it has been shown by its investigations' 
that a neutral ship, not itself at fault, was dam- 
ased bv German submarines or aviators, has ex- 


"The government of the United States pro- 


ceeds on the assumption ihat the Lusitania could 
be regarded as an ordinary' unarmed merchant- 
man. 
The imperial government allows itself in 


this case lo point out ihat the Lusitania was one 
of the largest and fastest British merchant ships, 
buill with government 
funds as an 
auxiliary 


cruiser nnd carried expressly as such in the 
'navy list' issued by the British admiralty. 


"It is further known to the imperial govern- 


ment from trustworthy reports from its agents 
and neutral passengers thai for a considerable 
time practically all the more valuable British 
merchantmen have 
been equipped 
with cannon 


and ammunition and other weapons and manned 
with persons who have been especially framed 
in serving guns. 
The Lusitaivia, too, according 


to information received here, had cannon aboard 
which were mounted and concealed below decks. 


. "The imperial government, . further, has the 


honor to direct the particular attention of the 
American government to the fact that the British 
admiralty in a confidential instruction issued in 
February, 1915, recommended its merchant ship- 
ping not only to seek protection under neutral 
flags and distinguishing marks, but also, vrhile 
thus disguised, to attack German submarines by 
ramming. 
As a special incitation to merchant- 


men to destroy submarines, the British govern- 
ment also offered high prizes and has 
already 


paid such rewards. 


"The imperial government, in view of these 


facts indubitably known to it, is tillable to re- 
gard British merchantmen in the zone of naval 
operations specified by the admiralty staff of the 
German 
navy as 
'undefended.' 
German com- 


manders consequently are no longer able to ob- 
serve the customary regulations of 
the prize 


law which they before always followed. 


"Finally, the imperial government must point 


out particularly 
that, the Lnsitimia on its last 


trip, as ou earlier occasions, carried 
Canadian 


troops and war material, including no less than, 
5!00 eases of ammunition intended for the de- 
struction of the brave German soldiers who are 
fulfilling their duty with self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion in the fatherland's service.

was acting in justified self-defense

with all the means of warfare at its disposition 
to protect the lives of its soldiers by destroying 
ammunition intended for the enemy.

"On {his occasion the imperial 
government, 


however, cannot escape the impression that cer- 
tain important facts having a direct bearing on 
the sinking of the Lusitanin may have escaped 
the attention of the American government. 


"In the interest of a' cl«r and complete un- 


derstanding, which is the aim of hr.th govern- 
ir.ents, the imperial government considers it first 
necessary to convince itself that the information 
accessible to both governments about the facts 
of the case is complete and in accord.

here and now that it took cognizance with satis- 
faction of the mediatory proposals submitted by 
the United States government to Berlin and Lon- 
don as a basis for a modus vivendi for con- 
ducting the maritime warfare between Germany 
and Great Britain.

proposals, then demonstrated its good inlentions 
in ample fashion.
